The writer, 
DAVID LANDAU, in brief, regards the expulsion as the unfair and even = 
illegal treatment of a Jew by the Government of Israel, relating the 
case to Israel's Law of Return. The Law of Return allows any Jew of 
the world to migrate to Israel without concern for quota. Tlie action 
on the part of the Government in LANSKY's case was an equivocation to 
justify the expulsion. LANSKY's rejection by one country after another 
in his flight on November 5 and 6, 1972, was equated by LANDAU " to the 
sight of the wandering homeless Jews, rebounding from one closed door 
to .mother, with no door of his own to knock at." He states that LANSKY* 
case is "even more poignant in some respects than the story of the German 
Jew in 1939 who searched frantically on a travel agent's globe for a 
possible country of refuge, but ended up begging the travel agent: 'have 
you got another globe perhaps fr?" 

The treatment of LANSKY (by virtue of his expulsion) is regarded 
by LANDAU as disdainful of the Lot* of Return.
